Federal Récognition of 
Sale of Beverage Given 
in Revenue Officials’ Or- 
der; Many Dealers Al- 
ready Apply for Stamps. 


FIFTH WARD GROUP 
TO ASK BEER IN CITY 


Ordinance Will Be Offer- 
ed Next Monday; East 
Point Moves To Legalize 
Brew in Suburb. 


Federal recoguition of the sale of 
8.2 per cent beer in Georgia was re- 
vealed Tuesday, when internal rev- 
ertue officials ordered collection of 
regular federal taxes on beer over 
Georgia, as the fifth ward delegation 
to the Atlanta city council made 
known plans. for the submission of 
a beer legalization ordinance at the 
next session of council. 

Simultaneously it was announced 
that the city council of East Point 
also would be asked to pass a beer 
ordinance at its next session, which 
is scheduled for next Monday night. 

The federal action was announced 
by Collector of iInternai .tevenue 
Josiah T. Rose, who said that begin- 
ning today the federal government 
would issue stamps to any manufac- 
turers or retailers of 3.2 per cent 
beer who may apply for them. The 
collector revealed that a number of 
dealers already had made applica- 
tion for stamps. ‘The stamps now are 
being printed and will go on sale to 
day. Wholesalers pay $50 a year, re- 
tailers $20, and manufacturers $1,000. 

The beer ordinance in Atlanta city 
council will be presented by Alderman 
James A. Bowden and Councilman 
William T, Knight and C. W. Childs. 
All three predicted that council would 
approve the measure speedily and 3t 
would receive the approval of Mayor 
Key. Alderman Guy Coleman, of 
the first ward, and Councilman John 
A. White, of the fourth ward, an- 
nounced that they would support a 
beer measure. if one was offered in 
couneil. 

Key’s Approval Assured. 

Because of Mayor Key's pronquneced 
wet views it was expected that if the 
measure gets the approval of council 
and the aldermanic board the citys 
chief executive will lese no tune sign- 
ing it. 

Three Georgia cities already have 
passed beer ordinances. They are Sa- 
vannah, Alma and Douglas, the lat- 
ter getting legal beer through action 
of its council Monday night. A num- 
ber of other city governments, prom)- 
nently those of Augusta and Bruns- 
wick, have gone on record as favor- 
ing legalization of beer throughout 
Georgia, although they have not done 
anything toward legalizing it as far 
as their own cities are concerned. 

In announcing that the federal gov- 
ernment would begin the collection of 
beer taxes in Georgia, Collector Rose 
made it clear that the payment of 
these. taxes is by no means a permit 
to sell beer in the state. 

“Tl have received_instructions from 
Washington to proceed with the sale 
ef revenue stamps to beer dealers,” 
the collector said. “This does not mean 
that the federal government gives per- 
sons authority to sel] beer in Georgia. 
It merely means that if they do sell it 
they must comply with the federal 
revenue regulations regarding the sale 
of the beverage. The fact that the state 
law prohibits the sule of beer does

AMERICAN LABOR 
RETURNS TO WORK; 
PAY SCALES HIKED 


Wages Leap Ten Per Cent 
at Many Points as Plants 
Report Increased Pro- 
duction Schedules. 


' By the Associated Press. 

American workmen marched back 
to their jobs by the hundreds Tues- 
day—and many of them read notices 
at the door that wages were up 10 


per cent. 

Encouraged by orders piling up and 
by price advances for their products, 
many employers decided to share the 
profits with their employes. 

One company, Planters Nut & 
Chocolate, of Suffolk, Va., announced 
pay envelopes would be padded by 
20 per cent, effective Wednesday. 

There ‘were several dozen other 
firms that added 5 or 10 per cent to 
wages, or else planned doing so as 
they called back hundreds of em- 
ployes dropped as long as two years 
ago, reinstated night shifts. or re- 
opened long closed departments. 

Steel mills, barrel factories, auto- 
mobile plants, rubber companies, 
clothing manufacturers—all of them 
were among firms that greeted pick- 
ups with screaming whistles that 
called men back to work. 

A survey showed the following 
business concerns have _ increased 
wages as suggested by President 
Roosevelt: in his recent address em- 
phasizing the advances in commodity 
prices:

LONDON ACCEPTS 
ROOSEVELT PLAN 
FOR TARIFE TRUGE 


Action by Great Britain 
Is Seen as Removal of 
Last Obstacle to World- 
wide Agreement. 


WASHINGTON, May 9.—4)— 
World-wide acceptance of the Amer- 
ican plan for a universal tariff truce 
was predicted in official quarters to- 
night after strenuous and finally suc- 
cessful diplomatic efforts to obtain 
Great Britain’s adherence, 

At the same time the Roosevelt sec- 
retary of state, Cordell Hull, definite- 
ly indicated that settlement of the ex- 
plosive war debts question would be 


conference in London beginning June 
12, although banned as a subject for 
discussion in the actual sessions, 
These developments cast new light 
on the prospects for the London con- 
clave where strong efforts will be 
made to end economic warfare among 


the nations.and start them pulling to- 
gether toward a revival of trade and 


prosperity. 

The tariff truce proposed by Pres- 
ident Roosevelt represented the first 
real test of the newly assumed 
Roosevelt leadership in world eco- 
nomic affairs. Its acceptance by 
Great Britain was seen here as re- 


moving the last big obstacle to gen- 
eral approval. 
France Accepted. 

France already has accepted with 
the proviso that it may increase its 
duties to meet further currency de- 
preciations and that the truce shall 
not apply to tariff measures already 
before its parliament. The other two 
nations of Europe's “big four.” Italy 
and Germany, have already assured 
President Roosevelt through their spe- 
cial spokesman sent here that they are 
favorably ‘nclined. 

Japan has indicated conditional “p- 
roval and China, through T. .¥. 

Soong, finance minister,, who is now 
in: Washington, likewise i 
idea. Belgium yesterday and Holland 
today expressed their approval 
through their diplomatic representa- 
tives here.

That the United States will not 
be disposed to quibble over details of 
the truce was indicated when Secre- 
tary Hull said today that if the na- 
tions agree in the mai. that the 
status quo should be preserved“ and 
will carry out the spirit of the eco- 
— conference that will be accept- 
able. . 

On the war debt issue, President 
Roosevelt gave no further sign as to 
its intention of asking congress for

BANK REFORM BILL 


White House .and Capitol 
Hill Group in Accord on 
Compromise. 


WASHINGTON, May. 9.—(P)— 
An administration-supported banking 
reform bill, including a provision 
which would require private bankers 
to abandon either their business in 
deposits or®”in securities, was ap- 
proved today by a senate banking sub- 
committee after weeks of negotiation 
and compromise with the White House 
and Capitol Hill, 

The far-reaching legislation was in- 
dorsed unanimously after the subcom- 
mittee had .obtained final approval 
from President Roosevelt by tele- 
phone direct to the committee room, 
and Chairman Glass had talked with 
the chief. executive at the White 
House. 

At the last minute the committee 
added the important private banking 
amendment. It would affect such 
houses as J, P; Morgan & Co. The 
amendment ‘would require that such 
banks, if they decided to retain their 
deposit business, must subject them- 
selveg to .federal examination and 
publish reports of their condition.

DEMOCRATS SPLIT 
ON PLAN TO AMEND 
ANTLTRUST LAWS 


New Proposal for Indus- 

trial Control Will Be 
Submitted for Roose- 
velt’s Consideration. 


WASHINGTON, May 9.—(P)—A 
long-considered proposal for bringing 
industry together into a close-knit, co- 
operating unit was ready for submis- 
sion to President Roosevelt tonight 
while opposition in democratic ranks 
burst into the open. 

_Anticipating the submission of an 
administration proposal for relaxing 
the anti-trust laws sufficiently to per- 
mit production agreements within in- 
dustry, 49 democrats signed a peti- 
tion gL a party caucus tomorrow 
night on the subject. 

While some: members insisted that 
their signatures were impelled 
President Roosevelt’s suggestion of the 
need for some co-operating arrange- 
ments, others—including the drafter 
of the petition—indicated 4 battle. to 
prevent any relaxation of the Sher- 
man and Clayton acts. 

Meanwhile, the administration's 
railroad reorganization and economy 
bill was switched frem a house to a 
senate committee, where testimony 
was heard that inflation, a public 
works program, and increased earn- 
ings resulting from elimination of. 
operative wastes might prevent a 
wholesale increase of unemployment. 

Appearing before the senate inter- 
state commerce committee at its first 
hearing on the bill providing for a 
federal co-ordinator to work out econ- 
omies with three regional committees 
representing the carriers, Joseph B. 
Eastman, interstate commerce commis- 
sioner, agreed with protests of the

_ While the opposition was forming 
in the house, associates of the ad- 
ministration were putting the last 
touches on a voluntary control plan 
for industry which they expect Pres- 
ident Roosevelt to approve and send 
to congress with a request for enact- 
ment, before adjournment. 

The bill aims fundamentally, it was 
said, at ending the abuses of wage 
eutting and low-cost production which 
minorities have forced upon entire in- 
dustries and against which President 
Roosevelt said the power of govern- 
ment would be brought to bear. 

Senator Wagner, ef New York, 
with the aid of a representative com- 
mittee, has worked .out most of the 
details after conferences with repre- 
sentatives of manufacturers, the 
American Bar Association, labor and’ 
others. 

Recently, Lewis W. Douglas, direc- 
tor of the budget, and Assistant Sec- 
retary John Dickinson, of the com- 
merce dé@partment, have harmonized 
the Wagner draft with the ideas of 
Hugh Johnston, an associate of Ber- 
nard Baruch, and Assistant Secre- 
tary Raymond I. Moley, of the state 
department. 

Somewhat similar in character, a 
bill was being drafted by the house 
labor committee for inclusion in the 
30-hour week minimum wage legisla- 
tion. 

This committee will receive tomor- 
row from a subcommittee a new plan 
to bring the shorter work-week into 
existence, 

Instead of being based on the idea 
that the federal government can pre- 
vent interstate shipment of goods 
made by workmen employed more 
than five days a week and six hours 
a day, the bill would require’ the 
licensing of all industry. 

Manufacturers applying for licenses 
would be required .to promise that 
they would work on a hour week 
basis. Importers and foreign manu- 
facturers, before being allowed to ship 
their goods into the United States, 
would have to make the same promise.

The federal government was authorized 
by congress today to throw an addi- 
tional $500,000,000 into an effort to 
relieve distress and unemployment in 
states and municipalities. 

There was no record vote. 

Final congressional action on the 
Wagner $500;000,000 unemployment 
relief bill came today. when the house 
approved a compromise conference re- 
port. The senate acted favorably on 
the measure a few days age. 

Only the signature of President 
Roosevelt, who has approved the bill, 
remains before the government can 
plunge into its new attack on de- 


pression. 

The Wagner bill 
throngh the house‘atid senate over the 
stubborn opposition of republican 
minorities which raised the cry of 
‘dole.” 

Such a measure consistently was 
opposed during the Hoover administra- 
tion when it was held that states and 
municipalities should be responsible 
for relieving their own sectional dis- 


tress. 

The bill as passed would provide 
a direct grant of $250,000,000 to hard- 
pressed states and municipalities 
without obligation on the part of local 
governments. The remaining $250,000,- 
000, however, must be matched by 
state relief appropriations. 

There is no stipulation on how the 
money can be spent other than to re- 
lieve distress and unemployment.

He 
said the reason many counties in 
Georgia are not in good financial con- 
dition is because they are forced to 
take over many functions of the 
state. 

President Hamilton McWhorter, of 
the state senate, skid the two real 
troubles in Georgia’s state affairs are 
the “inequitable distribution of the 
tax burden” and “too much politics.” 

The first reund table of the insti- 
tute held today was led by A 
Hatton, of Northwestern University, 
an authority on government. He told 
the .assemblage Georgia is suffering 
from too many counties and that the 
need for. consolidation is great in or- 
der to set-up political subdivisions 
that can support themselves and pro- 
vide sufficient work for county of- 
ficers to keep occupied.

Simonds, guest speaker, finished his 
series of two addresses.

Shows Big Decrease 


WASHINGTON, May 9.—()— 
Money in circulation in the United 
States decreased $315,785,530 in April 
to $6,003,729,324, or a per capita cir- 
culation of $47.86. 


The treasury'’s statement of circula- 
tion showed that the per capita had 
dropped $2.54 in the month. 

Total gold in the country increased 
from $4,278,671.152 at the end of 
March to $4,310,766,666 at the end 
of April. Of the total gold coin and 
bullion the treasury held $3,228,770.- 
124. There was $1,081,996,542 in 
coin and bullion outside of the treas- 
ury,. but federal. reserve banks and 
agents held $747,173,509. - The figures 
showed that according to treasury 
estimates only $334,823,033 in gold 
was in circulation in” the United 
States at the end af April. 


Public To Oust Jews 
‘From Theater, Says Nazi 


BERLIN, May 9.—(/)—Dr. 
Joseph Goebbels, nazi minister of 
public enlightenment, believes the 
theater is one field in which the 
Hitler government need not take 
measures to oust the Jews. He pre- 
dicts the public gradually will force 
them out. 

Chancellor Hitler’s propaganda 
specialist told a meeting last night 
of theater owners, directors and 
stars that the government has no 
intention of forcing the theaters to 
produce propaganda. He cited the 
present revolution as an excellent 
sample of drama “enacted in the 
daily streets.” 

“German art in the next decade 
will be heroic, steely, romantic and 
devoid of sentimentality,” he assert- 
ed. “It will be national with great 
pathos or it will not exist.”

The superior court judge said “it 
is for the best interest of said infant 
that the tentative proposition set out 


iby Mrs. Anne. L. Cannon” be al- 


lowed. 

Under this proposition, the child 
and mother were given ,000 each 
under a quit claim agreement entered 
into at the time a Reno divorce was 
granted the couple. The child, under 
the agreement approved today, would 
receive $1,500,000 more, while Rey- 
nolds’ posthumous son -by Libby Hol- 
man Reynolds would receive $2,000,- 
000, and the former Broadway torch 
singer would get approximately $509.- 
000. The balance of the estate of 
approxtmately $20,000,000 would be 
used to establish a charitable founda- 
tion.

There was just one sentiment horse in the last 
Derby. That was Strideaway, of the Waggoner farm. Three 
years back Pat Joyce ran the most famous of all ‘‘sentiment’’ 
horses. That was Dick O’Hara, which finished a quarter of a 
mile behind the field. Westbrook Pegler wrote a masterpiece 
about O’Hara’s run. But Pat Joyce was satisfied. His colors 
had been worn in the Kentucky Derby. 


Jim Londos has posted a $1,000 forfeit check with the Chi- 
cago commission guaranteeing his appearance in a return bout 
with Joe Savoldi. Nothing, reports the commission, has been 
heard from Savoldi. And nothing definite will be heard. Savoldi 
would no more venture into the same ring with Londos and a 
square referee than he would walk into Clyde Beatty’s Big Cage.

BOXER DIES. 

When the ordinary measures failed 
to revive him, he was taken to a hos- 

ital, accompanied by Marullo, box- 
ing commission officials and friends. 
The coma continued all night and he 
succumbed at 7:30 a. m., just a short 


jwhile before his mother, Mrs. Trixie 


Vincent, and his fiancee, Miss Edith 
Blanchard, arrived from their home 
in Shreveport. 

Attending physicians wrote cerebral 
hemorrhage on the death certificate 
but the coroner’s office arranged for 
an autopsy to check: the findings. 

Boxing circles agreed that the cir- 
cumstances appeared to parallel the 
recent death of Ernie Schaaf who 
succumbed after his bout with Primo 
Carnera in the east. 

Last night’s bout, a preliminary af- 
fair, was Holland’s fourth professional 
start. He had been an easy winner in 
the other three, continuing a long 
streak of amateur victories. Some 
question was. raised last week over 
Marullo’s physical fitness for the 
fight, but after lengthy discussion the 
state boxing commission allowed the 
match to go on the card. 

Commission officials said Holland’s 
examination before the fight showed 
him to be in “perfect condition.” Ma- 
rullo weighed 172 3-4 and Holland 


170 3-4. 
GREAT PHYSIQUE. 

Because of his unusual physique, 
Holland had. been paying his way 
through school for a couple of years 
by posing for artists in the French 
quarter and for classes in classic 
architecture at Tulane. Last fall he 
turned to professional] boxing to oe 
ment his income. He expected to co 
plete work in February on bachelor 
of education physical degree. His foot- 
ball years at Tulane were in 1928, 
1929 and 1930, in the latter two play- 
ing opposite end vieing for honors 
with. the all-American Jerry Dal- 
rymple. Friends said he had developed 
himself physically through sheer hard 
work after a childhood attack of in- 
fantile paralysis. 

He was a native of Shreveport, and 
attended high school there and at 
Lake Charles, La.

The Weakness of an 
Expert 


Even experts have their moments 
of weakness and their vulnerable 
points. The particular joints in the 
experts’ armor that may be readily 
pierced soon become known to those 
who play against them. Take, for in- 
stance, my teammate, Mr. Michael T. 
Gottlieb, He has a fondness for Pen- 


alty Doubles, realizing full well that 
far more points can be gained in 
Bridge by doubling the overbids of 
opponents than going on and making 
partscores or even game for yourself, 
However, his fondness for Penalty 
Doubles sometimes—not often—gives 
opportunities for profitable Re- 
doubles to his adversaries, as proved 
the case in a recent set match played 
by Mrs. Culbertson and myself against 
Mr. Gottlieb and Mr, Theodore A. 
Lightner. The match was preliminary 
training for the visit of the team rep- 
resenting Crockford’s. Club to En- 
rope, where a series of matches will 
be played during the summer. The 
hand, the first of a rubber, wis:

Later 
he failed to return a club, and a 
heart was established in Dummy, 
upon which th@® losing club was event- 
ually discarded. The Double thus cost 
not only 360 points, but 200 points ad- 
ditional for the overtrick. It might 
be said in passing, however, that Mr. 
Gottlieb makes many Doubles which 
result profitably for him and his part- 
ner. These far more than countérbal- 


ance his fondness for very weak Pen- 
alty Doubles.
